Colusa plan attacked 


Neighbors object to Kensington development

ENSINGTON — A local entrepreneur’s plans to 

turn run-down Colusa Circle into a complex of 

shops and offices have stirred up a flurry of contro- 
versy in the community. 

Edward Hammonds of Diversified Real Equity In- 
vestments, after acquiring seven lots on the circle over the 
past six years, has applied to Contra Costa County for 
permission to renovate and rebuild on six of those lots in a 
“planned unit development.” 

The project -envisions.a complex with some 33,000 
square feet of retail-commercial space — two-thirds of it 
new — on sites now occupied by three abandoned service 
stations and several other buildings. 

Comments collected by the Kensington Improvement 
Club and a survey by the Kensington Property Owners 
Association indicate strong support for the project in the 
community as a whole, but a town meeting Wednesday 
night revealed a good deal of consternation concentrated in 
the Colusa Circle neighborhood itself. 

Local residents who gathered at Grace Lutheran 
Church to discuss the plans seemed eager for a facelift of 
the area, but expressed strong concern that expanded 
commerce would exacerbate parking and traffic prob- 
lems. 

Many also voiced worry that new commercial develop- 
ment would change the placid character of the surrounding 
residential neighborhood. 

But soifle Speakers tirged the community to work with 
the developer in a spirit of cooperation, saying growth is 
inevitable. 

One resident, Lawrence Anderson, called Hammond’s 
proposal “complete and uttey folly.” 

Anderson, who has livedjin Kensington for 28 of his 30 
years, said traffic already if too heavy and parking is 
“nonexistent” in the area. 

He said he would like to see something done With the 
three service stations, but on A small scale. Perhaps Ham- 
mond could emphasize ‘‘small, quality businesses...focus- 


fishing wharf, which could become a 
tourist spot as well as providing more 
fresh fish to the Bay Area. 

Barney might haye trouble con- 
vincing city officials to revise the En- 
viron plan, which is the product of 
years of study and discussion. 

“Jt’s not just a light plan that we 
dreamed up,’’ noted Mayor Ruth 
Ganong, a former member of the city 
Waterfront Committee who still at- 
tends its meetings faithfully. 

“Tt is a very carefully thought out 
balance of public use and private de- 
velopment, so we can pay for the 
public use through the private devel- 
opment,” Ganong said. 

The planning process also involved 
a great deal of negotiation with state 
agencies, she added. “We were very 
careful about what we could do and 
what we couldn’t do.” 

While the mayor said her views 
“are not cast in concrete,” she would 
need solid proof that an alternative 
proposal was better. “We've come 
along so far in our development and 
our permit procedures that it would 
have to be a very attractive proposal 
to change the Environ plan,’’ she 
said. 

Barney said his ideas about Al- 
bany’s waterfront are based on his ex- 
periences as director of the Santa 
Cruz Port District and general man- 
ager of the Ventura Port district. In 
the latter post! he planned a port 
project which will involve over $150 
million in private investment, he

“Some fire chiefs in Alameda County have stated 
concerns that upgrading pre-hospital care to the paramedic 
level will result in longer ambulance response times and 
extended involvement of the first-in fire department units 
at the scene, thereby decreasing the fire department's re- 
sponse capability to other emergencies,” Leahy said. 

Since paramedic services began in California in the. 
late 1960s, they have developed along two lines: paramedic’ 
ambulance units, generally run, by private ambulance com- 
panies, and paramedic rescue units, operated by fire de- 
partments, 


Leahy said fire departments surveyed in Contra Costa, 
San Mateo and Santa Clara counties “expressed satisfac-

would be wonderful if we could roll everything back to the 
fifties, but we can’t. I think we can work with the developer 
and all come to an amicable solution.” 

“I’m afraid that if we can’t find some compromise,” 
said another woman, “‘we’re going to have to look at the 
three gas stations for years and years.” 

An architect who attended the meeting, Carl Groch, 
said earlier in the day that he would favor a rebuilt com- 
mercial district although he had not examined Hammonds’ 

ans. 
Groch now works in Oakland, but he rented an office 
in one of Hammonds’ buildings on the circle for a year and 
a half. “‘He was a good landlord — I don’t know how else to 
put it,” Groch said. “I’m just sort of favorably disposed to 
him because we had a good relationship; and I’m favorably 
disposed to developing neighborhood shopping centers.” 

Groch also said he has high regard for the architects 
Hammonds has chosen, ELS Design Group of Berkeley. 

In an interview last week, Hammonds said he has 
proceeded cautiously and “tried to be as sensitive to the 
neighborhood as possible.”’ He said he interviewed 19 ar- 
chitectural firms before choosing ELS. 

He wants to be “open” about the project, he said. 
“I’m willing to establish a dialogue. If people have con- 
cerns, I’m willing to mitigate those.” 

He acknowledged that scaling down the plans “would 
have an economic impact,” but added, “I’m not totally in- 
flexible.” 

Hammonds reiterated this position in brief comments 
at the town meeting, saying that he would be willing to alter 
his plans if county authorities determined the development 
would have “‘a negative impact.” 

“In any development,” he said, “‘there’s going to be 
some give and take.” 

Hammonds noted that concerns about traffic and 
parking should be clarified by an independent traffic and 
parking study of Colusa Circle due out this month. The 
Contra Costa County Planning Department commissioned 
the study in preparation for hearings on the redevelopment 
application. 

But he added that he feels all the commercial property 
owners on the circle — clearly a reference to David, who 
owns two other buildings there as well as the restaurant and 
store — should share responsibility for solving parking 
problems. 

In response to concerns that the new development 
would require more fire and police protection and thus in- 
crease taxes, Hammond said the project itself would gen- 
erate $25-30,000 in property tax revenues. 


The present design for the area envisions commercial 
and retail buildings of one, two and three stories on three 


sites abutting the circle. 

The three-story building, 65 percent of which will be 
devoted to covered parking, seems to have drawn the most 
criticism as being out of character with the neighborhood. 
But Hammonds pointed out that a three-story building al- 
ready sits across the way. 

In addition, he said, packing so much parking into a 
smaller building would not ‘‘make economic sense.” 

Hammonds said he would build the project in phases, 
and would not begin construction until 60-70 percent of the 
space was pre-leased. 

Hammonds, 32, said he has been in the real estate 
business for nine years, mainly as a broker. This is his first 
development project. 

He said he is putting together an investment group 
which will be finalized by the time the county holds hear- 
ings on the project. 

The hearings may be scheduled as early as next month, 
according to Roy Berenson of the Planning Department. 

The county has requested community input through 
the Kensington Improvement Club (KIC) and Kensington 
Property Owners Association (KPOA). 

KIC vice-president Natalie Salsig told the meeting 
Wednesday that the club has drafted a letter to the Contra 
Costa County Board of Supervisors listing local concerns, 
from traffic and parking to obstructed views and possible 
restaurant odors. 

But the letter also observes that, “Redevelopment of 
the area is long overdue.”’ It says Hammond’s project 
would benefit Kensington as long as the potential problems 
are addressed. 


A KPOA survey had drawn 419 responses as of early 
last week, about 54 percent supporting and about 12 per- 
cent objecting to the project, with the rest neutral or indif- 
ferent. 

But of 55 respondents owning property within three 
blocks of the circle, some 64 percent expressed support and 
30 percent opposition. 

KPOA President Reyes Barraza said he personally 
had “mixed feelings” about the project. “I'd like to see the 
area fixed up, but I’m also concerned with the intensity of 
the developed property versus the parking that will be 
available.” : 

Hammonds held an open house last month to unveil a 
model and drawings of the project, which are still on view 
next door to his 384 Colusa Avenue office. Anybody who 
would like to see them may call him at 526-5221.

ichmond Unified sophomores are following the 

trend in high school career choices, according to a

The Regional Occupational Program of the County 
Schools Office recently released the results of the survey, 
which assessed the two top career choices of 6,800 sopho- 
mores in 22 county high schools. The results showed 56 
percent of the males and 44 percent of the females put 
computer programming first. 

Among students in Richmond Unified’s high schools, 
programming again came in first, but the results varied 
between campuses, 

At El Cerrito High, medicine was the top choice. Of 
those who selected that career 60 percent were female. 
Computer programming came in second, law third, per- 
forming arts fourth and professional sports fifth. 

Pinole Valley girls showed such a strong preference for 
secretarial work that that career appeared at the top of the 
list. None of the male students selected the job. 

Second at Pinole was computer programming, popular 
among both boys and girls. Cosmetics was in third place, 
again a choice only for girls. Performing artist was fourth, 
and receptionist fifth, again only among girls. 

Automobile mechanics was top at Richmond High 
with 92 percent of those who selected that career being 
male. Second was computer programming, third secretarial 
work (with five percent of the choices coming from boys), 
fourth cosmetology and fifth professional sports. 

Kennedy, De Anza and Harry Ells sophomores all put 
computer programming at the top of the list, but of the De 
Anza students selecting that career only 15 percent were 
girls.

“I was attracted to Toastmasters about two years 
ago,” Wood said, “I’m a psychotherapist by profession — 
with an emphasis in the skills required to listen to people 
and to understand them. 

“The irony was that I didn’t feel confident speaking. 
Here I was — getting up to speak in front of groups — 
stammering and stuttering away. I was hardly representa-

Jay originally came to Toastmasters three years ago via

speeches, two evaluations, and a wrap-up by the toastmas- 
ter. 

“We can only use 75 minutes of the studio’s time. This 
gives us 30 minutes to set up, 30 minutes to tape, and 15 
minutes to clean up.” 

TeleToasters has attracted some people who are pri- 
marily interested in learning video techniques: 

“We rotate roles so that we all get a chance to learn 
different things,” Jay said. ‘“Apart from the people being 
taped, there are always two on camera, one on the switch, 
one on sound, one graphics person, and one assistant and 
director. We also write all of our own scripts. 

“The dependability of individual members is much 
more critical than at regular Toastmasters meetings,” he 
added. “‘At this point each person’s role is critical. This 
problem will be alleviated as people come to know more 
than one technical task.” 

Virtually all of TeleToasters’ technical assistance 
comes from Televents’ programming director and public 
access coordinator, Michael Gabbert. 

“Until a production crew is pretty fluent with the 
equipment, I stick around and help,” said Gabbert. “‘I ex-

County offers loans 
to repair rentals 


' Alameda County has made low interest rehabilitation 
loans available through its new Rental Rehabilitation Loan | 
Program. 

It offers owners of rental units occupied predomina- 
tely by low to moderate income households a loan with a 
very low interest rate — from zero to seven percent — plus 
a number of incentives. 

According to Deborah Lightner, marketing agent for 
the program, the apartment owner can take care of a vari- 
ety of repairs under the loan guidelines. For example, inad- 
equate plumbing or electrical conditions can be repaired. 
As much as $15,000 in improvements can be made to each 
unit. 


“Obviously the owner is presented with an opportuni- 
ty to upgrade his or her property, thus increasing its value,” 
Lightner said, “and the cost of these loans are very much 
below the market rates for home improvement loans in this 
area.” 


The interest rate is based on the cash flow of the prop- 
erty. The county will not make a loan on any property with 
an existing negative cash flow and it will not allow the reha- 
bilitation loan to create a negative cash flow. 

Another incentive is the program offers the opportuni- 
ty for a five-year depreciation on improvements. Amor- 
tized over 15 years, each loan has a term of 15 years and is 
assumable. Some short term rent limitations have been 
added to the program to help keep-pace with the rate of 
inflation and the cost of operation.
